Specialist Girard was not au- 
thorized to fire the grenade 
launcher. When he did fire it, the 
shell struck a 46-year-old woman, 
Mrs. Naka Sakai, in the back 
and killed her. Since she was one 
of the helpless ones of earth, and 
since the unauthorized firing of 
an empty shell from a grenade 
launcher seemed on its face a de- 
liberate and unnecessary taking 
of life, the Japanese people were 
inflamed and outraged. The Com- 
munists got into the aet, as usual, 
and Japan was flooded with 
charges that Americans were al- 
lowed to murder women and the 
Japanese could do nothing about 
it. This was untrue, of course. 
But shortly after this, in For- 
mosa, a U.S. military court freed 
an American soldier for killing a 
Chinese, and this refired the Jap- 
anese case. 

The secretary of state and the 
secretary of defense issued a 
joint statement that since Gi- 
rard’s firing of the weapon was 
‘not authorized it was not there- 
fore done in the performance of 
duty."’ Girard was therefore not 
eligible for trial by court-mar- 
tial. 

The United States is trying to

Whitten Bill Would Channel 
Cotton Into World Markets 


Rep. Jamie Whitten (D-Miss) has introduced a bill in the House to 
establish a new cotton program. It unquestionably will serve as a point 
of origin for extensive discussion and thus serve to assure the explora- 
tion of all avenues for improvement. 


Under the terms of the Whitten 
measure, acreage controls would 
be abandoned as self-defeating and 
on the ground that experience has 
proved that such a system serves 
mainly to keep basic commodities 
moving into and out of govern- 
ment loans. In brief, the aim would 
be to let the farmer farm. 


At the same time the bill would 
be designed to assure the farmer 
a reasonable price on the domes- 
tic market to offset high produc- 
tion costs which result from Ameri- 
can laws and policies. In addition, 
the bill is aimed at making it pos- 
sible for Ar erican cotton to move 
into world markets through ordi- 
nary trade channels at world 
prices. 

In general terms, the bill pro- 
vides that the costs of the pro- 
gram be paid by processors and 
users of farm products instead of 
by taxpayers as a whole. It would 
avoid making the farmer depend- 
ent on Congress from year to year 
as he woulc be if the difference 
between a fair income and farm 
income were to be made up by 
direct payments from the federal 
Treasury.

When I was in school I frequently visited in 
the home of a relative who was well into his 80s. 


When he’d see me, he would usually ask, ‘Well, sas 

what new ideas are they teaching you?”’ And I would tell him all the 
newtangled ideas. ‘“‘We’re living in a different kind of world now,” I'd 
say with the authority of a sophomore. ‘‘Science tells us this and that.” 


“Oh, I see, I see,’ he'd say 
thoughtfully. And I'd add, “You 
may not be able to comprehend all 
these things.”’ 

Then a few days later I would 
return and he always wanted to 
talk about the newfangled things. 
Between visits, he had visited the 
library and got hold of the new 
books. With all the information he 
had stored up, he would ask qués- 
tion after question. I seldom knew 
the answers. 

But always two things disturbed 
me when I visited him. One was 
that he said that a person had to 
live a long time before he had 
learned what life was all about. 
The best time of life, he would say, 
is when a person has passed 70. 
To me that was sheer nonsense, 
low could a man of his age enjoy 
life? 

Also, I was bothered by his read- 
ing habits. He was always read- 
ing. They were big books, ‘‘heavy”’ 
books. To me books were some- 
thing one used in school and they 
were read because they were re- 
quired. Why would a man read big 
books if he didn’t have to? Cer- 
tainly he didn't enjoy reading! 

But he did. And that was the 
reason he enjoyed living. As his 
body grew older, his mind grew 
younger. His enthusiasm _in- 
creased, his appreciations became 
more numerous, his discernment 
hecame sharper. When he died he 
was the most youthful person I 
knew.

Bland Khrushchev 
Built a TV Mirage 


WASHINGTON—In his first free-wheeling TV 
panel-show appearance before the people of the 
United States, Nikita S. Khrushchev showed that if 


he ever had to run for public office, he would be a resourceful poli- 
tician and a shrewd actor. Given the opportunity to talk face-to-face 
to several millions on the CBS screen, Khrushchev discerned the role 
he thought most useful and played it like a Barrymore. 


The role: The genial persuader 
of men, the good-hearted, good- 
natured, good Uncle Nikita. 

He acted it to the hilt — bland, 
benevolent, peace-loving and, at 
some vital points, ingeniously de- 
ceptive; let the world have peace 
and let it have communism, only 
when the people want it. 

Like in Hungary! 

Khrushchev never departed from 
his mood of sweet reasonableness 
and he showed that he can deal 
with a reporter’s questions with- 
out answering them. Like this: 

Question: “Can we assume you 
will stop jamming broadcasts of 
the Voice of America?” 


Khrushchev answers: “Our coun- 
try is a very musical country. 
Therefore if it's a good voice we 
don't jam it. ... But if it's a voice 
which cuts on the ear, then every 
person switches off one's radio or 
jams that radio because that voice 
gets on one’s nerves.” 

His questioner then pointed out 
that it is not the Soviet people 
who turn off their radios, that this 
decision is not left to them but is 
made by the government which 
jams the programs so the Rus- 
sians can't listen. 

Khrushchey came back with 
this: 

“You try to divide us from the

Khrushchev's lovely vision, love- 
ly words are: Let the people de- 
cide; we have no intention of im- 
posing our system on anybody. 

The truth is the exact opposite. 

It's a mirage. 

The Soviets never permitted a 
free choice for or against the Com- 
munist system anywhere, at any 
time, under any circumstances.

Sometimes such dealers sell 
beer at cut rates to induce peo- 


ple to patronize the package 
stores, Williams explained. He 
said dealers who sell only beer 
¢annot compete on such a basis. | 


The new order does not forbid | 
eut-rate prices but does ban ad- 
vertising the reduced rates. It 
also applies to advertisements 
that beer is ‘“‘being offered for 
sale at ‘cut prices,’ ‘special 
prices,’ ‘bargain prices’ or words 
of similar meaning.”’ 

Under the new regulations brew- 
eries and wholesale distributors 
will still be allowed to advertise 
the price of beer. 

Williams said another reason 
for the new executive order is 
that he has had complaints that 
sidewalks have become eluttered 
with signs outside retail beer 
stores. 

The order forbids placing signs 
relating to beer prices ‘‘in, on or 
in the vicinity of’’ the place of 
business, “‘including parking and 
curb service areas.”’ 

The revenue commissioner said 
he had announced the new policy 
Jast week at a meeting which 
breweries, wholesalers and retail- 
ers were represented.
